Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Claim 1 was first discussed as follows. Applicant explained that in 
their invention, an operation has multiple steps. Applicant explained that Intel can only be a subset of claim 1 because 
Intel only has one step. Applicant argued that their operation takes many cycles to complete. Examiner pointed out 
that this was not in the claims. Applicant inquired if adding the limitation "in multiple operations" after the limitation 
"executing the multi-precision shift instruction" would distinguish the claims over the prior art. Examiner requested that 
any such specific proposed limitations be submitted in writing as they would require a further search and/or 
consideration. 

As per claim 9, Examiner explained that using OR logic is an obvious implementation for concatenating values and that 
merely using OR's to implement a concatenation of values is not a patentable difference. 

Applicant stated that a response could only be formulated after speaking with the client . 
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
